THIRTEENTH OF JULY, 1854. 
Twenty-fire years ago yesterday—the 
13th of July, 1854—the Republican party 
wa* organized in Wisconsin. To thi* State 
belongs the honor of holding the first Re­ 
publican Coavwmlon held in Ihe West* 
and. the first iff the Union. The cause 
which ]ed to the orginizalton of the party 
can be "briefly gireo. The Whig party be- 
came broken up on the question of slavery. 
It could not unite its torcea for or against 
that great evil. It also became corrupt, 
*ud had 
suffered 
overwhelming de- 
teats. 
The 
Democratic 
party 
had 
gone over entirely to the South—be­ 
coming intensely proslavery, and was 
therefore controlled by the slaye holding 
power. Just then there were the most 
i Kilting scenes occurring in Congress. Day 
by day the Democratic party which ap­ 
peared before the world as a defender of 
ihe system of human slavery, was digging 
its grave deeper and deeper. 
The event 
wDicb fired the hearts of Northern patri­ 
ots, finally came. On the 30th oi May, 
1854, and not on the 30th of March, as 
stated by the Inter Ocean, the notorious 
Kansas and Nebraska bill passed both 
homes of Congress.

THE MAN WHO MARRIED HIS SLAVE 


T h e G e o rg e C a sa M e ttle d a t L a s t —T h e 
P r o p e r ty to h e D iv id e d . 
The long-contesed case known as the 
“George case” which has been in litigation 
in the courts in Richmond since 1869, was 
brought to a close to-day by a compro­ 
mise and decree rn the Chancery Court. 
The facts in the case are briefly as follows: 
William O. George, a wealthy citizen of 
Richmond, died in 1869 intestate. 
Soon 
after Lee George, mulatto, living in Pml- 
adelphia, came to Richmond and put in a 
claim for the property in behalf of his 
mother, sister and his father, former slaves 
of the deceased, who were sent North be­ 
fore the war. The claim to the property 
was based upon the allegation that Wil­ 
liam O. George had been married to the 
mother in Philadelphia a short time before 
hts 
death. 
The 
Richmond 
Georges 
(brother, 
sister, 
nephews 
and 
nieces of deceased,) claiming to be heirs 
at law, ignored the Philadelphia claimants 
and at once proceeded to contest the matter, 
denying the existence of any marriage. 
The first trial of the case resulted in a ver 
dict for the Richmond heirs, but the 
decieion of the lower Court was reversed 
by the Supreme Court. Id the second and 
third trials the Jury tailed to agree, and the 
fourth contest was fixed for the fourth of 
October next. It having been decided to 
compromise the matter, J udge Fitz Hugh, 
of the Chancery ,Court, 
today, 
after 
hearing 
argument, 
expressed 
the 
opinion 
that 
after 
three 
trials 
without 
result 
the 
Court 
could now in its discretion set aside the 
issue and proceed to decide the case with­ 
out the aid of a jury. 
This the Court did. 
and thereupon in adjudication of the ques­ 
tion ordered and decreed that there had 
never been any marriage solemnized be­ 
tween the deceased and Calollne George 
(the former slave), and that the Richmond 
claimants as the lawful heirs are entitled 
to the estate. But by consent of said heirs 
it is further ordered aud decreed that the 
Philadelphia claimants (the former slaves 
of deceased) shall receive one-quarter of 
the net proceeds of the sale of property of 
the estate and one-quarter of the funds in 
bank and in the hands of the receiver to 
the credit of the cause.

This worried him, and as the settlement 
which was to take place on Monday woald 
haye probably found him unprepared, he 
had told some persons thai he would show 
the Judge of Probate a trick with a hole 
rn it, and he did. He told his wife he was 
going to kill himself, and told her to get 
ready to die, but she pleaded that abe was 
unprepared, and he excused her for a few 
minutes while ha gathered the Stebbins’ 
estate papers and ayme money, about 
$2,000 altogether, the township hooka, etc., 
which he placed id the stove and burned. 
He then poured kerosene over the prem­ 
ises and set it on fire. His wife, aeelog 
that he could not be deterred from his 
terrible work, escaped from the house and 
he followed her aud tried to persuade her 
to die with him, but used no violence. She 
refused to j tin bim and then, flinging her 
a pocket book oi ber own, stepped back 
into the house aud locked the door and was 
consumed In the house. The coroner’s 
inquest has been held and rendered a ver­ 
dict in accordance with the facts. Singu­ 
larly enough many of bls neighbors think 
he was sane aud cid it rather titan face a 
settlement of the Stebbins estate.

SAVING LIFE. 


Excellent Work*; Performed on the 
Coaat by the Life-Saving Service. 
lite life-saving service is performing 
excellent work this summer. Hardly a day 
passes which does not bring the good re­ 
port of lives saved by the brave men eta 
Honed upon our coast. Not only does this 
service embrace the casualties by ship­ 
wreck, but the accidents occurring to plea 
sure-seekers boatiag and yachting in the 
various, bays aud harbors. 
Four lives 
were recently happily saved by the vigi- 
lance aud courage of the station men on 
the North Carolina coast where the parties 
had been upset by a squall while fishing 
in the waters of a summer resort The 
efficiency of this service has been brought 
to a very high standard through the efforts 
of Superintendent Kimball and his asso­ 
ciates. One of the most interesting re­ 
ports of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
recently made to Congress, embraces the 
achievements oi the life-saving service, 
detailing many thrilling incidents of the 
courage and heroism of these hardy coast­ 
men in rescuing lives imperiled by ship­ 
wreck on the seaboard and on the inland 
water oi oar great lakes. Prominent 
among those who have received gold med­ 
als of the first class for heroism in saving 
lives from drowning are several New 
York policemen and “’longshoremen,” 
who have rescued many persons from the 
perilous waters surrounding that metropo­ 
lis. None of these policemen appear to 
have been renowned for enforcing “clob 
law,” having been engaged in a mission 
mach more heroic and philanthropic than 
pounding the heads of unoffending citi­ 
zens. 


Robert G. Pillow, a son of the late ex- 
Confederate General Pillow, lives on an 
Arkansas plantation, across the river from 
Memphis. A few days ago, accompanied 
by Aleck, one of the colored men on the 
place, he was out hunting a wild bog that 
had been seen in the vicinity. Pillow had 
a gun and Aleck had armed himself with a 
pint bottle filled with whisky. The hog 
wa9 found and shot, and just as Pillow 
went up to the writhing animal an immense 
“CDtion-mouth” snake, whose bite is as 
fatal as that of a rattlesnake, fastened its 
fangs on the calf of his leg. Pillow is not 
easily frightened. He took In the situation 
in a moment, and instead of exhibitinj; 
alarm he turned to his companion ani I 
quietly remarked : “Aleck, I think l l 
try a little oi that whisky now,” whisky 
being considered an infallible remedy. He 
poured every drop down his throat without 
stopping to venture any remarks as to its 
quality. Then shouldering his gun be 
rapidly walked to the house, a half mile 
distant, where he drank the contents o! 
three ordinary glass tumblers filled with 
whisky. He was soon rn what he calls a 
“Niagara Falls of a perspiration,” which 
rapidly expelled the poison and sayee 
his life- For a day or two after he says 
that he was the sickest man in all Arkan­ 
sas.

The conditions favorable lo stuttering 
may be hereditary, and may manifest 
themselves when the child begins to talk. 
Some stutterers have never known free 
speech. Stuttering may be caused also by 
(right and by Imitation, blattering sus­ 
tains itself. That is, the original cause 
may be removed and yet there is no end 
or diminution of the impediment which, 
on the contrary, Increases. If a child re­ 
covers from nervous or muscular weak­ 
ness—the first cause—the stuttering may 
seize 
bold 
of

and 
by deranging respiration make conditions 
which of themed?* would bring on the 
malady. Or if defective respiration be the 
Aret cause, and it be remedied, the stutter­ 
ing may find nourishment in disordered 
nerves or unhealthy brain. 
Thus, as al­ 
ready said, causes and effects paw the one 
into the other, so that they are constantly 
changing not only themselves but also the 
character of the stuttering, whose outward 
manifestations, at intervals of five or ten 
years, would appear entirely different 
to an observer. In 
nothing 
is the 
kdsge, 
“An 
ounce 
of 
prevention 
is worth a pound of cure," more appli­ 
cable than in stuttering. 
Indeed, in this 
instance, an ounce of toe one is more ef­ 
fective than a hundred weight of the other. 
Children with stnttering tendencies should 
be specially well nourished; they should 
take a great deal of physical andout-dojr 
exercise; care should be taken that their 
nogs are fully developed, and that their 
nerves are not irritated. Late hours and 
iighly*seiSoned food, and evertbing tend­ 
ing to derange, weaken or unduly excite, 
mentally 
or 
physically, should 
be 
avoided. 
The 
child should not be 
allowed 
to 
talk 
too 
rapidly 
nor when out of breath. If he has trouble 
with a word, he should be asked to repeat 
the whole sentence, and not merely the 
offending word. 
Oftentimes a serious 
mistake is made here. The child is drilled 
upon his most difficult words, and he comes 
to fear them; and, as a result, his ability to 
articulate them Is continually lessened. He 
should not be permitted to associate with 
another stuttering child; indeed, no child 
should. 
Inveterate stuttering may be 
caused by mimicking others. Throughout 
the child should be subjected to kind oat 
firm treatment

Two MOI Owners. 
The following true story, * which comes 
to us direct from a personal acquaintance 
of the parties named, we think worthy of 
preservation: There were two men at 
that time (about 1838), Stlckpenny and 
whewell, who owned a mw mill near Old 
Town, Maine, in common. The arrange­ 
ment under which the mill was operated 
was that each one had the mill all to him­ 
self daring alternate weeks.

So the 
new wheel was put in, and Whewell, be­ 
ing of a mechanical turn of mind, expert* 
mented with it, and soon found that by 
plugging up some of the orifices the saw 
went through the log faster than when

his week, 
and always pulled the plugs all out again 
for Stlckpenny to operate with. 
Soon It 
jegan to be noticed that somehow or other 
Whewell always managed to saw a couple 
of thousand feet more of lumber in his 
week than Stlckpenny ever could, no mat­ 
ter how the pond was. Finally St. elf penny 
went down to see Whewell about it. Says 
ie: “ Whewell, how is it that you manage 
to saw more lumber in a given time than I 
can when my tarn comes around ?” 
Says 
Whewell: “Don’t you know how that is ? 
Waal, I’ll tell you. It’s becsnse yon hain’t 
been treatin’ of me fairly on this matter. 
It’s agin nature. You can’t expect the mill 
to saw as well tor you as it does for them 
as does the square thing all around.” Stlck­ 
penny wouldn’t believe that, and went 
away. But still the mill went on turning 
out regularly more lamber tor Whewell 
than St irk pen ny managed to

A young scientist in the Smithsonian 
institute, named Cushing, baa just made 
public the discovery of the 'method em­ 
ployed in making tne stone and volcanic 
arrow-heads; daggers, knives, axes and 
razors of the prehistoric races. Up to this 
time this has been a great problem to all 
antiquarian students, bot no theory has 
ever been advanced showing such prac­ 
tical results as Cushing’s. He sorted to 
solve the difficulty by putting himself in 
the identical position of the Astlc or the 
mound builders—without anything to work 
with except sticks, various shaped stones 
such as he could find on the bank of any 
siream, and his hands. After making some 
rude implements by chipping one flint 
with another he discovered that no amount 
of chipping woald produce surfaces like 
the best of those he was trying to 
imitate. 
He therefore came 
to 
the 
conclusion that there wa9 another way of 
doing it, and, by chance, tried pressure 
with the point of a stick, instead of chip­ 
ping by blows of a stone; when, presto! he 
found that he could break stone, flint and 
obsidian in any shape he chose. 
Shortly 
be made spearheads and daggers that 
would cut like a razor, as good ms he had 
before him which had been picked up from 
all over the world. By a little more ob­ 
servation be found that the flaking which 
be calls his process, on the old narrow 
heap left groves that all turned one way 
He produced a like result by turning his 
stick in the easiest way from right to left. 
He therefore concludes that the prehistor- 
ics were right-handed people like our­ 
selves. This conclusion reinforced by the 
fact that occasionally an arrow-head is 
found that has flakes running from lelt to 
right, showing a left-handed person. The 
importance of the discovery is that it 
shows the prehistory to be able to do 
this thmg.without the use of iron or bronze, 
a thing long 1 doubted.— Washington Corre­ 
spondence Cleveland Leader.

S Pluribus Unum. 
Air. Louden Snowden, of Philadelphia, 
thus describes the origin and use of the 
motto E Pluribus Unum: "it Is ascribed to 
Colonel Heed, of Uxbridge, Mass. It first 
appeared on a copper coin struck at New­ 
burg, N. Y., where there was a private 
mint. The pieces struck are dated 1786. 
In 1787 the motto appeared on several 
types of the New Jersey coppers; also on 
a very curious gold doubloon, or sixteen- 
dollar piece, coined by a goldsmith named 
Brasher. It was there put *Unum E 
Pluribus: Only tour of these pieces are 
known to be extant, aud they are very 
valuable. One of them, to possession of 
the Mint, is supposed to be worth over 
$1,000. 
When 
Kentucky 
was 
ad­ 
mitted, in 1791, it is said copper coins were 
biruck with *E Pluribus Unum.’ They 
w ere made in England. The act of Con­ 
gress of 1792, authorizing the establish­ 
ment of a Mint, and the coinage of gold, 
silver, and copper, did not prescribe this 
motto, aor was it ever legalized. It was 
placed on gold coins in 1798. It was con­ 
stantly used thereafter until 1831, when it 
was withdrawn from tho quarter dollar of 
new device. In 1836 it was dropped from 
gold coms to mark the coinage in the 
standard fineness of the coin. In 1837 it 
was dropped from the silver coins, mark­ 
ing the era of the revised Mint Code. It 
has been thought proper to restore it re­ 
cently to our new silver dollar, without 
any special sanction of law, although the 
expression is one very proper tor our 
coin.” 


How .Texas Convicts are Hunted 
and 
Shot. 
Mineola Dispatch to the Galveston News. 
The frequent kiling of convicts by 
guards at camps east of the city has 
aroused our citizens to great indignation. 
Last week the Coroner’s jury held inquest 
over two bodies of convicts. 
After hear­ 
ing testimony the man who did the shoot* 
iug was arreted, and full examination 
made, when he was held to bail. and in 
default of bond he went to jail. 
Again, 
yesterday, five convicts escaped, and the 
guards pursued them with bloodhounds. 
Coming up with one, he struck the dog 
with a club, when the guards fired upon 
him and killed him. 
He was standing 
perfectly still and could have been re­ 
captured without violence. These guards 
have left twenty-three graves at one place 
and three at another. This thing has be­ 
come unbearable and demands immediate 
investigation by the proper authorities. The 
citizens are making a test case of the one 
mentioned, and if nothing is done will for­ 
bid their working in the county.
